Tlie enlargement is from a few inehes above the 
hoek down to I lx* Ixsif. Tlie vi-terimiries are all 
agreed that it is ix>t elephnntlasis. Some of tliem 
say it is erysirx-Ias: others are of the opinion tliat 
it is the result of a snake bite, and still others 
have frankly said they are at a loss to account for 
it. 

.Vs unsightly as it is. the mare anpareiitlv suffers 
no great inconveiiu-nce: she has no iierceptible Jimp 
in her walk, and mniiager McCracken says he has 
often seen lier kick foreitily with tliat leg when 
swollen to Its largest.

For tlie last four years Martin Doyle has been 
the mainstay of Amos 'Turney’s stable and when at 
Ills liest is a horse to be fearetl In any but tlie 
highest class competition.

E'or instance, at the Aqueduct fail 
meeting of 1906 he was handicapped at 110 iiouiids 
in a mile dash and defeated Lord of the A’ale in

II mile and a sixteenth tliis time, he was raised to 
it". iHiuinIs and. giving iiiui-li weight to .Agile. .Anglei 
and other giaal liorse<. won again. Tl'cn lie was, 
.iniii|io<i uti to 122 tKiiimls and defeated Go Between 
and Bad .News so easily at a mile over a shmnv 
Inii'k. tio Between lieing a 3 to 0 favorite, that Mr. 
TuriM'y «oiieluded it was not worth while to wait 
to see what weight would next be given his horse, 
and prudently pulled out for the west witli him. 
He was a cracking gixal racer last year and lias 
done well in 190S. hut not always up to his l>est 
form of tlie two iirevious years.
